irienus of Mr. Colt, however, came to the res. 
cue, entered into explanations as to the state of 
his business, stating that he was yet without 
means to complete tho works for raanufactur 
ing the pistols, and pressed hard for proof of 
tho charges inadu against members. Mr. Cling- 
man reiterated his charges in a modified tone. 
Finally, Mr. Letcher moved a committee of 
seven to investigate the whole subject, with 
power to send for persons and papurs, which 
was adopted.

in au article on this subject, says: , 


" We have several manufacturing establish- 


ments.nnd n number of mechanics & machinists, 
that are doing a fine business, but our natural 
facilities can by no means be said to be devel- 
oped. The hydraulic power of Eoch River has 
scarcely begun to bo occupied.

7, 1854, to expresa the mntiiDMita of the people 
of Wanshara County in ref«Wnoe to the KaMsm- 
Kobruka Mil, nni to equate delegates to the 
Anti-Nebraska State CorJT«a*b*i to be held at 
Madison on the 13th lost, t>oct. Mosea Barrett 
was chosen President, and E. B. Jewett Secre- 
tary. 


The object of the meeting was stated by the 


President, and on motion, Win. C. Webb, Amos 
6. Adams, Ira S. Bristol, Geo. Babeock, F. F 
Metcalf, A. A.' Cole, and C. P. Rood were ap- 
pointed a committee to report ft series of reso- 
lutions for 'the consideration of the Convention. 


Toted, that all citizen* present from adjoin- 


ing counties be invited to take part in this meet- 
ing and participate in its deliberations. 


During the absence of the Committee, tho 


Convention was addressed by Messrs C. K. 
Shumway, H. Hull and others. 


The Committee on Resolutions made the fol- 


lowing roport, which was read : 


Whereas, The passage of the Nebratka bill 


throogb Congress has renewed the war of Sla- 
very against Freedom : Therefore 


1. Hesoevcd, That in the name of Freedom 


we accept the issue, and will do battle in her 
cause until Freedom or Slavery shall triumph. 


Si. Resolotd, That the repeal of tho Missouri 


restriction is a violation of the plighted faith of 
the Government, and demands aud receives our 
utter condemnation as palpable perfidy to a sol- 
emn pledge of freedom, designed to be sacred 
and irrepealable ; that the action of the Gov- 
ernment on the slavery question is radically 
wrong, and requires a radical roftrm ; that the 
surest manner of accomplishing this reform, is 
for all who are willing to stand upon the ques- 
tion of slavery where the Fathers of onr Repub- 
lic stood, to unite, irrespective of party names, 
and form a League of Freedom. We will know- 
no party — we will owe fealty to no party — that 
shall not have for its object the arrest of sla- 
very extension, the repeal of all compromise 
with slavery, and the return of the Government 
to the true principles of liberty and justice. 


3. Resolved, That we pledge to each other 


and to the world, that we will vote for no man 
who is not absolutely opposed to the existence 
and extension of slavery, and will use all lauda- 
ble means to promote the great interests of free- 
dom throughout the country. 


4. Resolved, That we hereby invite the coop- 


eration of all freemen of Waushara county and 
the State at large, who agree with us in the 
principles and purposes herein set forth, most 
cordially tendering to them our cooperation in 
the cause of freedom, and offering our confi- 
dence^ those who confide in us. 


5. iStolved, That we are opposed to all dodg' 


ing or evasion of responsibility — that we scorn 
the secret enemy more than the open foe ; and 
therefore, that the course of John B.Macy.Rep- 
resentative in Congress from this District, on 
the passage of the Nebraska bill, ineeta with 
our decided condemnation. 


On motion, the said resolutions were then 


taken up in order, discussed, and unanimously 
adopted. 


On motion, Resolved, That we send thirteen 


delegates to represent Waushara county in tho 
State Convention at Madifon. 


Whereupon T. F. Metcalf, John Hall, P. M. 


Covell, Geo. C. Babeock, E. B. Jewett, Chas 
N. Shamway, A. A. Cole, Moses Barrett, W. C. 
Webb, J. H. Crocker, Allen Prentiss, Amos G. 
Adams and Ira S. Bristol were chosen said del- 
egates. 


On motion, it was 'voted that a central com- 


mittee of five be appointed to call meetings and 
perform such other duties M occasion shall re- 
quire. The following named gentlemen were 
ebosen said committee: C. N. Shumway, T. F. 
Metcalf, A. G. Adams, 0. B. Holman, and W. 
C. Webb.

FIRE ON STEAMER TRAVELLER. — A fire 


broke out in the furnace room of the steamer 
Traveller about 7 o'clock last evening.

Having come to 
such a determination, he expresses his opinion 
as follows, and leaves tho world to sufler th 
conseqnenses: 
" It cannot be expected that such forbearance 


should longer exist, in the face of such provo 
cation. And we now say that it is a singular 
state of things when the supreme court of a 
state, with two decisions from its appellate 
court before it, hesitates in its opinion — when a 
case which has been adjudicated from 1793 til 
1854, and always decided the same w»y, is ob 
liged to be made tho subject of grave argumen 
by counsel, and grave hesitation by judges. 1 
is also singular that while able judges in their 
counsel-room, are discussing the validity of thi 
law, o couple of dozen plain men— far merit, aril 
tans and traders — afflicted by no doubts, reason 
ing from common tense and common judgment 
have indicted three men for its violation. Hate 
jndges descended below juries tn tkeir knoicledgt 
of the late and the respect due to judicial au 
thority ; or do juries stand above judges, in i 
disregard for inflamed public opinion, and tht 
infnriated denunciations of felona and doma 
gognes?" 


We shall venture a sugtrestion or two not- 


withstanding this overwhelming announcement 
of opinion. Firstly, we were not aware thai 
the fugitive slave act of 1850 hnd been adjudi- 
dated upon ever since 1793. 
Secondly, we hac 


never before understood that a jury could deter- 
mine the constitutionality of alaw! JudgeMil- 
ler is infallible. 
He holds the fugitive slave 


law to be constttntional, and whatever may be 
the opinion of a juror in his court on that sub- 
ject, he is bound to regard that law as constitu- 
tional, until some higher tribunal decides to 
tbe contrary. The idea, that the fact that a ju- 
ry indicts a man under an act whoso constitu- 
tionality is questioned, settles all doubts a* tbe 
constitutionality of that act is worthy of tho lu- 
minous brain of our moonstruck contemporary. 


We censured Mr. Ryan for ranting about ab- 


olitionists in a manner inappropriate to the oc- 
casion. We objected to his viewii respecting 
the right of trial by jury, and hia hostility to the 
freedom of the press. Does our neighbor ap- 
prove of his sentiments on these subjects .' If 
it does not, it should avoid a newspaper discus- 
sion, as the more tbe matter is agitated the 
worse it will appear. — Madison Journal.

WASHINGTON, July 10.— It seems that the 


New York and PacificEailroad Company is not 
quite so defunct aa many have supposed, but ia 
resolutely pressing forward in its object of se- 
curing the first trans-continental route to the 
western shore of our Republic. It will be re- 
membered that the State of Teins sometime 
since passed a Legislative act offering liberal 
grants of land to any Railroad Company which 
would contract to build the Pacific Railroad 
through that State, and give sufficient guaran- 
tees for tho performance of the conditions of 
their contract. 


I learn from Gen. Leslie Coombs, of Ky , that 


Hon. Robt. J. Walker andT. Buler King start- 
ed for Texas two days ago, for the purpose of 
entering into this contract with that State, if 
possible ; and they carried with them United 
States Stocks to the value of $300,000, to be 
deposited as security for its performance, and 
letters of credit on a New York Banking House 
for $350,000, to be nsed in carrying on the con- 
struction of the first fifty miles of the work. If 
they succeed in making the contract, they es- 
timate that tho value of the lands to bo acquir- 
ed from Texas will ultimately be equal to tho 
cost of constructing the road all the way to the 
Pacific. 
It is understood to be the purpose of 


the Company, however, to send responsible 
men all through the Southern and Southwest- 
ern States, to obtain cash subscriptions to the 
stock, so that the work may be carried on with- 
out the sale of the lands, until they shall have 
acquired the enhanced value which must follow 
the opening of the road as it progresses west- 
ward within the State. — Cor. of tht ffevi 
York
